HYDE PARK, N. Y., Nov. 2.—President Roosevelt, 
executive order, has transferred the Coast Guard to the 
Navy Department. 

The temporary White House announced this action today 
without offering any explanation of why the chief execu- 
tive had felt it necessary to take the step at this time. The 
Coast Guard operated as part of the Navy in the last World 
War, in which the United States was a belligerent. 

Previously Mr. Roosevelt had transferred some Coast 
Guard vessels to the Navy and assigned some minor naval 
craft to the Coast Guard in exchange. The new order, 
dated vesterday, assigns the entire Coast Guard, its equip- 
ment and personnel to the Navy. 

The Coast Guard, the executive said, 
date, until further orders, operate as a part of the Navy, 
subject to the orders of the secretary of the Navy.” 

The transfer will permit a unified control of all armed 
American vessels of any size and strengthen the Navy in 
exercising its guardianship over the western Atlantic and 
the sea lanes to Greenland and Iceland. 

The Coast Guard, whose ranks and pay already were the 
same as the Navy’s, had an average of about 1,350 officers, 
15,000 enlisted men and 4,000 civilian employes during the 
last fiscal year. Its equipment at that time included 267 
cutters, 229 picket boats, various auxiliary craft and 50

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Arnall Announces 

Ellis Arnall on Saturday night announced 
his candidacy for the governorship of Georgia.

A Use for Silver 

For many years silver has been a drug on 
the market, despite the fact that artificial 
government stimulus has kept the price up 
around 40 cents an ounce. 

A “silver bloc” in congress has succeeded 
in forcing the federal government to pay a 
bonus on domestically mined silver ever since 
1933. The sole reason for this is so the mine 
owners and mine workers in the few silver- 
producing states may enjoy prosperity. 

Without that government bonus, silver 
would not bring the price it costs to dig it out 
of the mines, plus a profit. For nobody wants 
it sufficiently’to pay such a price. 

The result is the government has acquired 
a stock of silver it doesn’t know what to 
do with. It can’t sell it, for that would depress 
the market price still further. And so, the 
taxpayers’ money is used not only to pay the 
bonus to the silver miners, but to pay interest 
on the money thus invested, to pay storage 
charges for the growing pile of silver and to 
pay guafds to protect it. 

Now, however, comes a suggestion that may, 
after all, find a use for the silver. That is, in 
some industrial uses, to substitute it for copper. 

There is a serious shortage of copper. Silver 
and copper, in some qualities, are remarkably 
alike. They are both, for instance, excellent 
conductors of heat, and of ‘electricity. 

Hence the suggestion now made that silver 
bars for power houses replace the present cop- 
per bars used. The proposal is that the govern- 
ment loan this silver to the power companies, 
to be returned when the emergency is over. 

As for the safety of silver so used, no thief 
would touch such a bar. If he did, all remaining 
to be done with him would be to provide proper 
interment for his remains.

Forest Values 

In seventeen counties of Georgia the income 
from primary forest products exceeds the com- 
bined market value of all other farm crops, 
while in forty-two counties forest products 
account for more than 25 per cent of the total 
farm income. 

These figures, revealing the important part 
played by forests as a source of revenue in 
Georgia, are found in a study of the “Marketing 
of Forest Products,” by Leroy W. Watson, of 
the staff of the Peabody School of Forestry 
at Athens. It is issued as the eighth in a series 
of pamphlets devoted to Georgia conditions 
being issued by the Institute for the Study of 
Georgia Problems of the University of Georgia. 

Mr. Watson denies that Georgia timber 
resources have been seriously depleted by 
unscientific, quick-profit methods of cutting. 
He states that, according to a survey conducted 
in 1934 and 1935 by the Southern Forest 
Experiment Station, Georgia’s timber growth 
then exceeded the drain on the forests from all 
directions. 

Georgia has more standing timber than any 


Other state in the south, and 95 per cent of it 


is privately owned, the- pamphlet states. 
Copies of any of this pamphlet series may 
be secured, without cost, by applying to 
Director R. P. Brooks, of the University of 
Georgia at Athens. The new pamphlet on 
forestry treats, among other subjects, the loca- 
tion of sawmills, methods of selling timber, 
prices, uses of the many varieties produced in 
this state, the growth of pulpwood industries 
and their location, and co-operative marketing. 
It should be invaluable to all Georgians 
interested in forestry and the timber industries.

ISOLATIONISTS’ DILEMMA WASHINGTON, Nov. 2,—It 


offers an interesting commen- 
tary on the times that senate isolationists in opposing the pending 
neutrality revision bill seem to accept the basic points behind the 
administration's foreign policy while arriving at a different conclu- 
sion as to what the nation’s foreign policy should be. 

Take the case of Senator Wiley, Republican, of Wisconsin, a man 
of no mediocre intellectual attainments. In a recent speech before 
the senate, which showed signs of careful advance preparation, he 
gave the following points as the basis for his isolationist conclusions 
on foreign policy: 

First, “that the best interests of the United States would be 
served by the defeat of Hitler... .I do not want any action of mine 
to be construed as appeasement of Hitler. ... The statement I have 
made coincides with the views of every other senator. I have heard 
the strictest of isolationists in this body make that statement.” 

Second, “I am perfectly willing to concede... that it would be 
extremely difficult, if not impossible, to live in a Hitler-dominated 
world, sie % 


NAZI VS. U. S. INTERESTS Third, “I am willing to agree 


that in the event of a British de- 
feat the train of consequences attendant on a Hitler victory would 
conflict: with the best interests of the United States in this hemi- 
sphere in a way which might eventually force a military conflict 
between us and Hitler.” 

Fourth, “I am perfectly willing to concede sincerity to those who 
honestly feel that in view of the strong possibility of our eventual 
conflict with Hitler it is better for us to participate now with British 
assistance than to do so at a later date with virtually no allies outside 
this hemisphere. ...” 

Fifth, “I subscribe wholeheartedly to each and every measure 
which bolsters our own defense in this hemisphere, and I favored 
assistance to Britain by making available to the British Purchasing 
Commission adequate purchasing power with which to purchase 
directly the supplies required by Britain....” 

These represent the underlying points behind our whole foreign 
policy. They might have been enumerated thus by President Roose- 
velt or Secretary Hull themselves. A strange thing about it is they 
appear to be accepted basically by the isolationists generally. And 
yet they are used to arrive at an entirely different set of conclusions 
as to how our foreign course should be shaped, 


COULD HITLER DOMINATE? The chief point of difference, 


as Senator Wiley himself puts 
it, is that the isolationists do not believe that Hitler could ever domi- 
nate America even if he succeeded in dominating the rest of the 
world. Although it would be against our best interests to see world 
conditions reach that state of affairs, nevertheless, he feels, we would 


somehow muddle through. 

Neither does he accept the thesis that it is better for us to par- 
ticipate now with British assistance than to do so later with virtually 
no allies outside the Western Hemisphere. He only gives credit to 
the sincerity of those who hold this view. 

The other side of the picture is given in another speech on the 
neutrality bill delivered about the same time by Senator O’Mahoney, 
Democrat, of Wyoming, a supporter of the administration’s foreign 
policy. 

“The objective of the Hitler drive into Russia, the objective of 
his destruction of his treaty,” said the Wyoming senator, ‘“‘was to 
secure raw materials available in Russia for industrial production 
and to destroy the one great army that stood between him and world 
conquest, the only army that could hope in Europe to make any test 


of his plans for world domination. 
THE OTHER SIDE “If that contest should be successful, 
these industrial resources of Russia be- 
come the property, as they would become the property, of Hitler in 
the case of his victory, then the world may look forward only to the 
grim certainty that all the triumphs of science, all the machinery of 
the modern age, all that inventive genius can devise, will be used by 
him to build those huge instruments of war which will keep all the 
world in subjugation. 

“A Nazi regime with the manufacturing facilities of Russia would 
be 10,000 times stronger than the Nazi machine which has over- 
whelmed western Europe.” 

As for our reasons for taking the latest step in the administra- 
tion’s foreign policy—revision of the more restrictive provisions of 
the neutrality act—no one has expressed it more concisely in the 
senate debates thus far than Senator Bailey, of North Carolina, who 
said: 

“The neutrality act and the combat zones—this act of great self- 
abnegation brought us nothing. Germany is operating as a pirate 
on the high seas. She shot down those ships, and she did not do us 
the courtesy to so much as mention the subject. She did not apolo-~ 
gize, she did not disavow intent. The acts stand for what they are,’

Local Leadership. 

One of the greater needs of the 
day in Georgia is the development 
of local leadership in the different 


communities, in the counties and 
in the smaller towns. A local 
leadership primarily interested in 
the special problems of the com- 
munity itsélf, a leadership that 
shall inspire local people to solve 
those problems and to make better 
life for their own neighbors and 
friends. 

There are too many counties in 
Georgia that seem to be blind to 
the problems that press upon 
them. Too many citizens who are 
apathetically contented to let 
things go atong in the old, bad 
way and to whom it never occurs 
that it is their duty, personally, 
to help to remedy the evils. 

Many of them can’t even see 
the evils, right among them, thus 
the first duty of local leaders 
should be to awakep the people 
to awareness of their own commu- 
nity shortcomings. 

Then, it seems to me, it should 
be the next duty to point out ex- 
isting agencies through which the 


‘bad conditions may be remedied. 


There is, today, either a federal or 


state agency. whose particular job) 


is to improve some specific, un- 
desirable condition. All the local 
folks have to do jis to invite that 
agency to come to their county, in- 
vestigate conditions and outline 


that remains for the people of the 
community to do is to co-operate 
to the best of their ability. 


Health, 
For Instance.

There then were appointed to the board three men who were

and had him sign a typewrittem paper he was not allowed to read.

NEXT DEVELOPMENT sit was obvious frantic and depraved

in the state of Georgia an effort was being made to send white and 
colored people to school together. 

There followed next the fantastic, incredible, frightening “hear- 
ing” at the capitol. 

The new board sat in judgment.

Height being the long and short 
of weight control, the short, stocky 
girl has her troubles keeping slim. 
It's this way: She not only has a 
small surface area in comparison 
with their weight, but a high per- 
centage of this weight is in fatty 
tissue. 

The smaller your surface area 
and the higher the percentage of 
fat, the harder it is to keep your 
weight within bounds. Fat itself 
is “dead weight” and burns few 
calories. The more pounds of fat 
you have, the lower the number 
of calories you average using per 
pound of body weight. 

That may sound complicated. 
All it means is that your daily 
calorie requirement is nothing like 
as high as that of the person who 
weighs the same but is tall. You 
can never eat as much. 

You are definitely in the short, 
stocky group if you are less than 
five feet three and weigh more 
than 137 pounds. And the smart- 
est thing you could do would be 
to change your food habits. 

First of all, make a habit of fol- 
lowing the nutrition yardstick. 
Your menus must consist largely 
of the protective foods: Lean meat, 
cheese, skim milk or but- 
termilk, fresh fruits, cooked raw 
vegetables, whole wheat or en- 
riched bread, and butter in re- 
stricted amounts. These foods are 
a necessity. They supply the ele- 
ments that will keep your vitality 
high. If you stick to that list and 
govern your calories according to 


your needs, it constitutes a diet 
that won’t fail you. 


What you probably will have to 
watch most is the “trimmings.” 
You can’t have marmalade with 
your toast, or very much sugar 
and cream in your coffee. You 


can’t go lavish with the mayon- 
}naise or gravy—not at 100 calories 
per tablespoon. And you can’t in- 
dulge in fat pates of butter or the 
fat part of the meat. 


These are the fats and you can’t 


‘hope to stay lean on them. As 
| their classification suggests, they 
‘are fattening. They contribute 
two and one-fourths as many 
‘calories as protein or carbohy- 
'drates. In a way, you're lucky. 
'You can’t afford the high calorie 
foods that do not supply vitamins, 
minerals or protein. 


Since you must get an abund- 
ance of these protective elements, 
you are much more apt to feel fit 
than you would on harum-scarum 
menus. That keeps you from feel- 
ing that cutting down on your 
meals is a hardship. 


Exercise enters into your new 
scheme of living. As a rule, you 
should avoid strenuous activity 
that gives you an appetite you 
can’t cope with. But zou certainly 
need a half-dozen that will trim 
the waist, tone the stomach mus- 
cles and slim your hips. A very 
moderate exercise can embody all

Again I say it is wise to be es- 
pecially suspicious of all alleged 
“cold” when infantile paarlysis is 
prevalent in the community. 

Swimming itself is all right, but 
the child should not enter a swim- 
ming pool used by many people, 
when infantile paralysis is preva- 
lent, for the water may be con- 
taminated. 

Whether a physician is called or 
not, every one must 
that 1t is necessary to report ev- 
ery case or suspected case of in- 
fantile paralysis to the local health 
officer or health department. 

The virus of the disease is gen- 
erally conveyed via spray infec- 
tion—in visible or invisibly fine 
droplets of moisture or mucus giv- 
en off from nose and mouth in 
coughing, sneezing and. talking.
